Response to Office Action 

In the office action mailed January 14, 2003 the Examiner stated that all pending claims 
15-17, 21-32, 34, 35 and 46-55 were subject to restriction and election requirement. 

Specifically the examiner identified three species as patentably distinct:

II - Method of controlling the effect of a drug by infusing the ear; and 

HI - Method of controlling the effect of a drug by infusing the nose/mouth, 
together with 8 subspecies for each of the species:

D - use of N0 2 
E - use of He 
F-useofHCL 
G -- use of HNO3 
H -- use of HF

Claims 17, 21-25, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 34, 35, 46-55.
